The first of these is the appointment of 
Judge W. R. Day, of Canton, O., as first 
assistant secretary of state. Judge Day is 
the president’s close friend and confidential 
adviser and to him is entrusted the rather 
thankless task of keeping watch of old 
John Sherman and preventing his making 
any bad break in the state department. 

Everybody acknowledges that John needs 
watching and that unless somebody with a 
liberal supply of backbone is near him, the 
foreign policy of this administration is 
likely to have a severe case of the wabbles. 

Bellamy Storer has been here some time 
singing the praises of his backbone, but his 
songs have failed to soothe the belligerent 
Foraker, with whom he is decidedly persona 
mon grata. Foraker put his veto on the 
‘Storer proposition for the state department, 
but told the president that he had no ob- 
jection to the government sending Storer 
away from Washington and away from 
Ohio. The day’s selection is, therefore, the 
direct result of Foraker’s kick. Storer is 
taken care of by being sent as minister to 
Belgium; a nice berth, but not the one he 
wanted. 

These nominations were determined upon 
and announced at the white house this 
morning. The premature announcement 
has created a good deal of comment. It 
was only made, however, because the presi- 
dent will mot be here Monday, when these 
names are sent to the senate. This means 
that Judge Day will not go to Cuba.

The dark-faced Greek lost interest 
in his occupation. The eelling of fruits and 
the oartering of vegetables was abandoned. 

‘lhe restless spirit was aroused beyond 
control. The newspapers brought tho news 
of blecdy battles and Turkish insults. The 
Grecks read with blanched faces and won- 
dered at the strange meaning of the war. 

The Greeks began discussing the situa- 
tion. They had brothers at the front; their 
corpanions were up in arms, and their 
aged parents were possibly at the mercy 
of the enemy. 

Yesterday the crisis in the situation in 
Atlanta came. Eleven of the most promi- 
ment Greeks of the city closed up their 
fruit stands. They sold out. their etockh 
or placed a brother in charge. 

At noon these eleven patriots were at 
the carshed. They carried tn their hands 
long, green tickets, and they anxiously 
waited for the Seaboard train to puff out 
of the station. They were on their way to 
New York, and tomorrow they will gail 
for the war. 

“We are going to fight,”’ sald one of the 
number in broken English. ‘“‘We can't stay 
in Atlanta while our countrymen are up in 
arms in our native land. We have sold 
our fruits and are going home.” 

The entire Greek colony in Atlanta was 
present to bid goodby to their countrymen. 
It was a scene seldom, if ever, witnessed 
in the depot. Twenty-five Greeks, weeping 
because of the separation. and the uncer- 
tainty of return, fell upon the necks of 
their departing brothers and kissed them 
farewell. 

Each one of the passengers was em- 
braced by his countrymen whom he was 
leaving behind. The embrace was long and 


‘affectionate. Many times the patriots were | 


kissed and hugged while the unintelligible 
jargon continued.

These valuables had been left almost 
unprotected in the belief. by the Turks 
that. a blockade of reece by the fleets of 
the powers would pfevent the Greek fleet 
from attacking the Turkish towns on the 
gulf of Salonica, which are near the rail- 
road to Salonica and which have been 
used as points to land stores for the 
Turkish army and forward them to the 
front. 

The capture of these towns, not to men- 
tion the loss of stores, places a serious 
difficulty in the path of Edhem Pasha and 
it is stated here that as soon as the 
Turkfsh commander-in-chief heard the 
news of the capture of Platamona and 
Katrina he dispatched 10,00 men toward 
the coast of Macedonia, fearing a flank 
attack from the Gulf of Salonica. 

The Greeks in returning from the cap- 
ture of Katrina bombarded the port of 
Litchoron. 


A dispatch’ for Larissa, dated yesterday, 


says that after the Greeks had fortified 
Mayrichiri, to which place they retreated 
after evacuating Nezeros, they reoccupied 
Ratnitza and Heguni, which, when aban- 
doned by the Greeks, the Turks failed to 
occupy. 


PART OSMAN PASHA WILL PLAY. 


Turkish Hero Goes To Take Charge 
of the Sultan’s Army. 

Washington, April 23.—Secretary Sherman 
has received a brief cablegram from Min- 
ister Terrell, at Constantinople, under date 
of yesterday, stating that Osman Pasha, 
the old hero of the Turkish defense of 
Plevna, left Constantinople last night to as- 
sume command of the Turkish army in the 
field. The cablegram is regarded here as 
significant of some change on the part of 
the Turks. 

Osman Pasha won great distinction in the 
Russo-Turkish war by his defense of Plev- 
na against the Russians. He was born at 
Tokat, Asia Minor, in 1832, and received his 
education at the military schools of Con- 
Stantinople. He has had great experience 
as @ fighter and was in the Crimean war, 
the Cretan campaign and the Serbo-Turk- 
ish war. At the outbreak of the war be- 
tween Turkey and Russia he was placed in 
command of the fifth army. corps,. which 
did great fighting. He was defeated at the 
battle of Scoleritz amd then intrenched 
himself in Plevna, which the held from 
August 3lst to December 10, 1877. He sur- 
rendered with 43,000: . He has since been 
minister of war several times and also oc- 
cupied the post of grand marshal of the 
palace. . 

Osman Pasha is, in’ personal appearance 
and character, a typical soldier of the Otto- 
mn empire, being ‘fanatical and brave and 
very frugal. He is regarded as one of the 
most invincible soldiers of. Europe in ‘a 
fight behind earthworks, being more of a 
defensive than offensive general. |.

HE MAY NEVER GO TO TRIAL 


Defendant’s Friends Assert That He 
Should Demand an Indictment. 


PECULIAR FEATURE OF ALABAMA LAW 


At Any Time Within Twenty Years 
a Warrant May Issue for His 
Arrest on Same Charge. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 23.—(Speoial.)— 
When the case of young Malcolm Hall, 
cherged with the murder of Captain Wil- 
liam Joseph, was called before Justice Ful- 


ler today the attorneys, Messrs. Wiley & . 


Pearson, representing Hall, and Solicitor 
Lomax, representing the state, announced 
that all of the parties had agreed to request 
the justice to waive examination amd al- 
low the defendnt bail in the amount of 
$2,500. 

Judge Fuller acquiesced and Mr. Griel, 
Hall’s employer, and Mr. Fowler, the de- 
fendant’s uncle, representing perhaps a mil- 
lion dollars in responsibility, signed the 
bond. Hall was received most cordially by 
his friends. PO 8] ctl , 

The autopsy of the physicians was filed 
with the solicitor and'he declines to reveal 
its comtents. It is stated, however, that it 
ts favorable to Hall’s case; that it discloses 
that two pronounced clots of blood were 
found on the brain of the deceased. 

It is said that these clots were so situated 
that experts would have been bound to 
testify that Joseph’s life hung on a very 
slender thread. which almost any sort of 
shock or Jar would have broken. 

This is only hearsay, however, as the 
physicians decline to give out anything? 
authentic. 

Many believe that the case against Hill 
will not be pushed; that it will be allowed 
to stop with today’s postponement of ex- 
emination Others. ‘however, who are 
friendly to Hall, insist that he should be 
vindicated; that he should f[nsist on the 
grand jury finding an indictment against 
him and standing trial for murder. They 
believe there is no question of his being 
able to acquit Himself of the charges and 
they insist that he will not be free of the 
trouble for twenty years unless he does. 

Under the Alabama laws, until Hall has 
a trial he may be indicted for the alleged 
murder any time within twenty years. Cap- 
tain Joseph’s ten-year-old boy could, any 
time within a score of years, swear out an 
indictment and arraign Hall for the mur- 
der of his father, after perhaps all of the 
defendant’s witnesses had died or removed 
from ‘the county. — 

Considering thesé things, it {s probable 
that Hall will insist on a trial. 

Captain Joseph's friends insist that he did 
not curse in the presence of the ladies on 
the car. Théy reconcile his pleading guilty 
to the charge in court on the theory that

In his charge to the jury Judge Simonton

Harling and Roach, however, aver that 
the fact that they were constables was jus- 
tification for their act. They claimed the 
legislature as their “authority 
act.. but Judge Simonton showed that the 
acts of the legislature were limited by the 
federal constitution and laws, and the legis- 
lature could pass no act in conflict with 
the United States laws. 

Judge Simonton charged that the seizure 
was a Violation of the United States com- 
merce act recognized by law by the state 
of South Carolina. Judge Simonton ex- 
plained the Wilson bill and showed that 
it was only intended to assist the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition laws, but it could 
be of no effect fn this state under present 
conditions and circumstances, 
entire state is dotted with liquor shops.

Great Crowds Remained About the Col- 
” Japsed Building Yesterday and 
: Watched the Ugly Walls. 


All day long yesterday great crowds 
thronged about the vicinity of the col- 
Japsed Atlanta Paper Company building 
on South Pryor street. The ugly structure 
was gazed at intently by the curious peo- 
ple and the building was the center of ate 
traction for many citizens during the day. 

The building is badly wrecked and it is 
almost certein that the entire structure 
will have to be torn down. All but a few 
feet on the south side of the structure has 
been conde mned by the offictals and the 
owners of the building have been notified 
that it will have to come down. 

The walls are regarded es dangerous and 
another collapse would not be surprising. 
The goods and stock in the building will be 
removed as soon as possible and the work 
of removal will commence this gnorning. 
The paper company hopes to get the con- 
tents removed before rain falls and unless 
they succeed the loss will be very heavy. 
The building {ts stocked with paper and 
paper goods. all of which would be ruined 
by rain. The stock fs an immense one and 
as many men as can work will be put to 
work removing the stock at once. 

Tre cause of the collapse of tke building 
is said to have been that it was overload- 
ed double its capacity. This statement is 
made by City Building Insrector Frank A. 
Pittman. who examined the building and 
stock at intervals during recent weeks. He 
sent a letter to the Atlanta Paper Com- 
pany rotifying it that the building was dan- 
gerous and that the overloaded structure 
would have to be lightened and that the 
front wall would have to come down. 


Owner Adler Comes Today. 

The -tuilding was owned by Mr. Morris 
Adler, of New York, who {fs also president 
of the Atlanta Paper Company. He has 
been telegraphed about the collapse and is 
now on his way here. He will probably ar- 
rive at 5:20 o’clock this morning and will 
then decide what will be done about re 
building or taking down the old building. 

The paper company has secured store 
rcoms on South Broad. street, in some 
buildings owned by Mr. Hugh Inman,.and 
the stock will be removed there for the 
present. A member of the firm stated yes- 
terday that another big bullding was being 
exanined with the view of being made 
headquarters and a factory for the com- 
pany. It is said that the Moore-Marsh 
building has been considered in this light. 

The members of the company are siill 
‘urable to give an estimate of their loss. 
- They say there is no way to ascertain the 
value of the goods and machinery buried 
beneath the mass of brick and debris and 
that they cannot tell what further damage 
will result from a removal of the stock to 
another building. The loss on stock already 
will amount to probably $15,000 and it may 
be far greater. This will be increased by 
the loss on machinery and the building. 


Loss May Be $75,000. 

The building is said to have cost less than 
$50,000 and it is said that it was worth a 
little over half that before the collapse. 
Building Inspector Pittman said yesterday 
he had condemned all of that part of the 
Structure left standing except about twen- 
ty feet of the south side, occupiefi by the 
American Press Association. When the 


other walls and parts of the building are | 


taken down the portion left regarded as 
safe will be so small that it is doubted if it 
will be worth building to and it may be that 
the whole mass will have to be removed. 
In this case the loss will be excessive, 
probably amounting in the whole to some 
thing like $75,000, including machinery, 
stock and building. This is the estimate of 
an outside observer who took soe trouble 
to investigate the matter yesterday. 

Pryor street was blocked all of yesterday. 
The street cars stopped on either side of 
the building and trarsfers were given. 
Workmen were put to removing the debris 
&@8 much as possible and steps were taken to 
Tfemove the more dangerous parts of the 
walls. A big crowd watched the workmen 
On top of the building and many feared 
that the men had placed their lives in 
jeopardy. 

Mr. Pittman’s Letter. 

When the building was first discovered 
to be dangerous, Inspector Pittman sent 
the following letter to the Atlanta Paper 
Company:

The First of the Intercollegiate De- 
bates Will Be Held in the Com- 
ing Summer. 


The Georgia Ora‘orical Association, which 
was organized in this city on April 3d, will 
hold its second convention this morning in 
the parlors of the Kimball house.

The convention this morning will be ua- 
dressed by Hom. John Temple Graves, who 
was the promoter of the association. He 
will give the young- men a good talk this 
morning on the work of the association and 
will endeavor to more thoroughly imbue 
them with the enthusiasm which he thinks 
is necessary to make anything a success. 

The constitutional committee, which will 
draw up the constitution and bylaws, is 
eomposed of E. R: King, chairman, of Ath- 
ens: John KR. Straton, Mercer; J. C. Philips, 
Emory; H. E. Gaillard, Dahlonega, and J. 
A. Betjeman, Technological institute. The 
committee will, after preparimg the consti- 
tution, decide upon a proper time and place 


representatives of each of the colleges in 
the association. 

The association was organized, as stated, 
on the 3d of last month. Mr. E. R. King 
was made president, Mr. John R. Straton, 
first vice president, and Mr. J. C. Blood- 
worth, second vice president. Mr. J. A. 
Betjeman, of the Technological institute, 
was osen as secretary, and Mr. C. W. 
Stone.’ of Dahlonega, was named for treas- 
urer. 

The aims and purposes of. the association 
are to promote an interest in oratory among 
the students of the large colleges through- 
out the state. For several years the inter- 
est in oratory has been declining and Mr. 
Graves has for a long time been agitating 
a movement that would tend to awaken a 
new interest in the great and powerful art 
of speaking. He as last rejoiced to see his 
work rewarded by the organization of the 
present association. 

The various colleges that compose the as- 
soviation will first have contests among 
their own pupils. The winners of the con- 
tests im the colleges will then be the ones 
to represent the colleges in the inter-colle- 
giate contest. A certain number of men 
will be selected by each college to debate 
among themselves for the honor of repre- 
senting the college in the final debate. 

The first of the imter-collegiate contests 
will be held in the summer during vacation. 
The exact date will be selected today. The 
contest will in all probability be held at 
Warm Springs, as the majority of the col- 
leges seem to favor that place. It may be 
that the contest will be here, however, as 
it is known that a determined effort will be 
made today to bring it here. 

It is expected later on that the association 
will be extended in its scope, so as to take 
in the colleges in other states. Auburn is 
very anxious to join the association and 
some of the colleges are in favor of allow- 
ing the Alabama imstitute to come in.

Brown, of Chicago, made short addresses 
on the work of the association colleges, 
which were statistical, but highly inter- 
esting. 

John R. Mott, of New York, the principal 
Speaker of the evening, aroused the en- 
thusiasm of the large audience to the 
highest pitch, not so much by an oratorical 
display as by a certain magnetism which 
he possesses in voice and easy gesture 
and by his evident sincerity. He espoused 
the cause of the student movements and 
pointed out its efficacy in missionary work, 
speaking trom an experience which ex- 
tended over nearly the whole globe. Re- 
counting his experiences in the far east, 
in Australia and Europe with great geogra- 
phicai thorougnness amd much statistical 
detail, he expiained in full the needs of 
the countries visited and the panacea for 
the religious ills which they suffered. In 
his opinion the student movement was alli- 
powerful and was responsible for the 
revolutions of history whether good or 
baa.

ON HIS LUGK NOW 


Says He Was Shot, Hanged, Drowned, 
Stoned and Robbed. 


SHADES OF MUNCHAUSEN! 


Philadelphian Proves Himself Out of 
Reach of Fatality. 


BULLETS, HEMP AND WATER ALL FUTILE 


No Effort Was Made To Burn Him, 
However---Lost His Clothes in 
the Scramble. 


Havana, Apri) 23.—Michael J. Kelly, the 
Philadelphian who left Havana a fortnight 
ago for the insurgent camp and who was 
strung up on a charge of being a spy, but 
finally managed to escape, was interview- 
ed on his arrival here today. 

He confirmed the adventure, but was 
reticent when questioned as to his reasons 


for going to the insurgent camp. He de- 


nies, however, that he had any understand- 
ing or contract with the Cuban junta in 
New York. 

He says that he went out from Havana 
alone and joined the insurgent forces as 
an electrician. After a few days he was 
sent with a sergeant and twelve men on 
an alleged misston to meet Sylvester Sco- 
vel, who, the insurgnets said. had just 
landed, 

After the party had gone a few leagues 
from the camp the sergeant halted his men 
near an old well, accused Kelly, so he 
says, of being a spy, stripped him abso- 
lutely naked, shot him. and believing that 
he was dead, put a rope around his neck 
and hung him over the open well. 

The rope broke and he fell forty feet. 
The water was up to his armpits. The 
insurgents then dropped stones on him, 
but fortunately these missed him. They 
then rode away, and about midnight he 
escaped from the well and walked through 
the rain several miles to a Spanish outpost, 
where he presented himself entirely naked, 
with a view of surrendering under the am- 
nesty decree. 

When the commandant called out to the : 
guard to receive him, he was frightened. 
He ran and he was fired at. The Spanish 
started in pursult and he was finally 
caught and taken into the camp. The 
commandant, on learning why he had run 
off and after hearing his story, treated 
him, Kelly says, with all consideration, 
gave him food and clothing, furnished him 
with a bed and kept him comfortably until 
the order for his release arrived. 

Mr. Kelly’s head was grazed in several 
places by bullets, his face and eyes are 
burned and punctured with powder and 
his hair, formerly an auburn, is now al- 
‘most white. 
bed him of a money belt containing $600, 
but this latter statement is discredited 
here, because when he originally left Ha- 
vana en route for the insurgent camp he 
neglected to settle his hotel bill. He in- 
tends to return to the United States next 
week. He says the Spanish officers treated 
him much better than he could have ex- 
pected under all the circumstances.

The Epworth Leaguers are not slow. 
It is probable that the Rev. Sam Jones, 
of Cartersville, Ga., left a spirit of enter- 
prise and zeal behind him in the taber- 
hacle which the leaguers caught; anyway 
those 2,000 earnest workers, rosy-faced and 
wrinkled-face, gathered together from 
every part of Georgia in the spirit of a 
great work did not lack in the genuine 
energy and earnestness ‘which makes the 
movement vital. 

It was a great day for the Epworth 
Leaguers of Georgia. It brought them to- 
gether under stronger auspices than any 
under which they have ever assembled be- 
fore. They have grown to giant size 
compared with the strength of a year ago. 

Looking at the vast assembly of earnest 
Souls gathered in the tabernacle the con- 
viction was inevitable that here was the 
largest state religious convention that has 
gathered, perhaps, in the city’s history. 
A vast army representing but one de- 
noména@on it is true, bua that army 
comprising the vitality and working 
Sstremgth of that denomination. 

Interest seems to increase with every 
session, three of which were held yester- 
day. The attendance is large, there being 
On an average of 4,000 people at every ser- 
vice. The delegates are growing more en- 
thused. 

The sunrise prayer meeting at Grant 
park early yesterday morning was char- 
acterized with intense religious- fervor. 
When Miss Emma Tucker, Atlanta’s well- 
known missionary, called the meeting to 
order the sun was just begining to peep 

through the distant pines. 

A half hour was spent in singing good 
old Methodist hymns and praying good 
old Methodist prayers, and it was one 
of the most impressive services of the 
conference so far. | 

With such a filtting inspiration for the 
.day’s work, the delegates returned to the 
city, enjoyed a good breakfast at their 
homes and started for the tabernacle for 
the morning session. By 9:30 o’clock the 
big building was comfortably filled with 
Snother eager crowd of Christian young 
beople, who sat through the entire service 
Spéilbound, listening to the words of wis- 
dom that fell from the lips of Dr. Lee, 
of St Louts, and the various discussions 
from some of the most priminent workers 
in the organization on league topics. 

In the afternoon even a larger crowd 
Was present and at night the tabernacle 
Was filled almost to the doors. 


The Morning Assembly. 

The morning session was devoted prin- 
fipally to the reading of reports, but the 
exercises were made quite interesting by 
aed number ot short and pointed talks on 
varous subjects. 

The most interesting feature of the 
Morning session was the address of Dr. 
J. W. Lee, of St. Louis, Mo., who talked 
very ably and entertainingly on the sub- 
et of “Christiah Fellowship.” 

Dr. Lee's address was followed by a very 
lively discussion on the questions ‘of “Im- 
portance of District Conferences.” and 
“How Should District Secretaries Be Ap- 
Pointed.” This discussion was opened by 
Rev. H. R. Davies, of Hogansville, Ga. 
He was followed by Messrs. John D. Moss, 
®f Athens, J. M. Glenn, of Fitzgérald, and 
Leon P. Smith, of LaGrange, who all made 
interesting speeches of five minutes’ dura- 
tion on the two subjects outlined above:

ture reverberate with the sweet and in- 
spiring music. 

During the singing the delegates continu- 
ed to arrive, and by the close of the song 
service the tabernacle was filled. 

The short song service was followed by 
the devotional service, which was conduct- 
ed by Rev. H. A. Kemp, of Brunswick. 
Mr. Kemp made a brief talk on a lesson 
chosen from the second chapter of Corin- 
thians. 

The bustness part of the session was open- 
ed at 9:50 o’clock by Mr. D. E. Luther, 
president of the state league. He spoke 
for several minutes on the work of the 
league, and of the rapid progress it had 
made in the last two or three years. Presi- 
dent Luther stated that the league in this 
state now has about 10,000 members and Is 
rapidly growing. He said he wanted the 
Methodists of the staté to learn what the 
Epworth League is. Ele tole of the work of 
the lezgue in other states and showed that 
the Methodists of Tennessee are support- 
irg an Epworth League misstovary in Ja- 
pan. He said also that Missouri, Arkansas 
and Texas were doing muck to spread the 
league in foreisn fields. Tie thought that 
the Georgia league should confine its work 
to the home feld here. until they accomp- 
lish the great amount of pressing work that 
is to be done here. 

After Mr. Luther's pleasant talk the read- 
ing of the report from the various com- 
mittees and officers was begun. 

The first report read was that of the 
charity and help department. This report 
was read by Second Vice President J. I. 
Robinson, of Thomasville, and it showed 
that the work done by the department was 
of a very extensive character. 

State Treasurer’s Report. 

The report of Mrs. Alice E. Bradford, 
state treasurer of the league, was of a not 
very ercouraging nature. She presented 
the report in a very interesting and humor- 
ous manner. She said that for every debit 
in her books there was a corresponding 
eredit entry. She reported that she had 
been compelled to spend every cent of the 
money received into the treasury of the 
league and Mrs. Bradford, in telling of the 
deficit in the treasury, said: | 

“T once knew a woman whose husband 
gave her $50 and a littie book in which to 
mark dowel her expenses. The first thing 
she did was to write on the debit side of 
the account book, ‘Received $50,’ and then 
she wrote on the other side. ‘Spent it all.’ 
I could write received so much on one sidé 
and then on the other write ‘spent it all,’ 
and that would be the state of the finances 
at present.” 

Two hundred and fifty leagues have the 
tax levied Mpen them, but up to this time 
only 136 had paid their dues, which doupt- 
less accounted for the slim. state of the 
finances. 

The report of Mrs. W. G. Solomon, of the 
committee on correspondence, showed that 
a large amount of printed matter had been 
distributed and that 5,525 letters were sesit 
out last year, containing 38,825. pieces of 
reading matter written for the advance- 
ment of the league. 

The Secretary’s Report. 

The report of State Secretary John D. 
Walker was particularly encouraging. It 
showed that in all there are now 25) chap- 
ters of the league in the state and 9,678 
members, which is a gain of eighty-five 
chapters and 3,494 members since last years 
convention. The report proved that the 
leegue is rapidly growing and that éeuring 
the last year its growth has been unprece- 
dented. : 

A telegram was read from the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society, of Athens, ex- 
pressing the wisn that the league might 
grow and prosper.and offering a prayer for 
the success oi the league workers. The 
telegram was answered by the convention, 
thanking the Athens ladies for their kind 
feelings toward the league. 

A resolution was imtroduced and adopted 
to have enough of the secretary’s reports 
printed. to furnish each delegate with @ 


The reverts of the district secretaries 
came next. 

The first district report was that of Rev. 
O. 8. Cook, of the Savannah district, which 
was organized only three years ago. The 
report showed that in the three years 
twelve leagues had been organized in the 


515 members. 

Mr. W. B. King, secretary of the South 
Macon district, reported that his district 
had nine leagues with a membership -al- 
together of 457. | | 

The report of the Northern Macon dis- 
trict was read by Mr. J. A. Straye, secre- 
tary of the district. The report was very 
gratifving and showed an increase of five 
learves and 271 miembers in a year. The 
district now has eleven leagues and 501 
members.

Mrs. Mary McKenzie reported for the 
Americus district that it was in a flourish- 
ing cordition and that there has been an 
increase of cix leagues during the year just 
ended. which makes in all fourteen leagues 
in the district. .

Dr. Lee’s Address. 

When the president had finished reading 
the names of the committees, he intro- 
duced Dr. J. W. Lee, of St. Louis, who 
proceeded to deliver his address on “‘Chris- 
tian Fellowship.” 

Dr. Lee spoke for about thirty minutes 
in a deeply interesting vein. A short syn- 
opsis of his remarks follows: ‘ 

“Christian felowship is differentiated 
from all other fellowship in that it is 
based on love. You bring together 500 mar- 
bles and the cold stones will gain nothing 
by being thrown together. You bring to- 
gether 500 mocking birds and “hey will 
gain nothing by the association. You sep- 
arate the marbles or the birds and they 
lose nothing by being separated. 

“Human beings, on the other hand, dis- 
cover their real selves and learn their minds 
on association. If men come together on a 
low plane, they will find themselves on 
that plane. If they meet on a 
higher plane they will discover them- 
Scuves on a higher plane. Human beings 
are devendent on each other. They rely 
on each other and it is fellowship that de- 
velops them. There are many people who 
do not recognize this dependence on one 
another. The American people are so far 
imbued with a spirit of independence that 
they do not see that they depend on one 
another for what is best in life. This spir- 
it gocs so far that I have heard it reported 
of one man who reverenced and depended 
on himself, to such an extent that he never 
— of himself without taking off his 

at. 

“There are two laws on which men al- 
ways. associate with each other, One is the 
law of exclusivéness ‘and the other is the 
law of love. I bélieve that more trouble 
that comes to the human race has grown 
out of an attempt to bring this law of 
exclusiveness into operation than anything 
else. Suppose man was nothing but an 
animal. Suppose he was nothing but 
just 140 pounds of carbon, hydrogen, lime, 
nitrogen. iron and all the other elements of 
fiesh—140 pounds of material elements or- 
ganized into one being. Take 140 pounds of 
the elements named and you will see an 
unorganized man. The physical frame of a 
man is but organized matter. Take a 150 
pound pile of corn and you have an unor- 
ganized hog. Then take a 10 pound hog 
and you have an organized corn pile. A 
man is nothing by himself. It takes asso- 
ciation. 

Conversion Should Be Taught. 

“Conversion is the passing from the state 
of exclusiveness into the law of love. from 
isolated life into a life of asseciation with 
the fellowman. This shows the necessity 
of teaching conversion to the children of 
the schoo's. It should be taught every- 
where. But conversion is not enough. It 
is but turning from the standpoint of 
isolation. Conversion is man’s work. I 
don't believe that God ever did convert a 
man, It is simply passing from the isolat- 
ed into the social life. We convert you 
and bring you into the social life. but the 
church and God goes further and carries 
you into the full and complete life organ- 
ized by Jesus Christ.” 

Dr. Lee’s address was able and interest- 
ing throughout. After he closed there was 
a prayer by Dr. Carter, of Asbury church, 
after which the discussion of the questions 
“Importance of District Conferences” and 
“How should District Secretaries Be Ap- 
pointed?” 

Dr. Davies Likes Atlanta. 

Rev. H. R. Davies opened the discus- 
sion in a short talk. He said that the 
morning paper had by mistake put him 
down as a member of the Atlanta league 
and he had grown to like the town so 
well that he would not care if the reporter 
had stretched his vivid imagination a little 
more and made him a permanent member 
of the league here. He said he thought he 
knew more than anybody else when he 
was young and he tried to *reform the 
discipline of the conference. He tried to 
demonstrate what he knew and did dem- 
onstrate it. but the old thing whent back 
on him and demonstrated the fact that 
the men who had made the discipline did 
know something and he didn’t know a 
thing. At this point some interested lis- 
tener on the front bench yelled out: “Now 
you’re talking!”’ : 

After Rev. Davies came Mr. John D. 
Moss, of Athens, who spoke in favor of 
appointing district secretaries at the an- 
nual conventions of the district confer- 
ence. 

Mr. Lott Warren, of Americus. next 
spoke and said he was in favor of the 
state league appointing secretaries, after 
first consulting presiding elders of the va- 
rious districts. 

Mr. Leon P. Smith began his talk by 
saying that he wished he was Siamese 
twins, so that he could talk both ways. 
He thought the best way was for the dis- 
trict conferences to appoint the district 
secretaries. 

Mr. Smith’s address closed the. discus- 
sion, and after a benediction the congre- 
gation was dismissed until tNe afternoon 
session. 

The Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session at the tabernacle 
was opened with a song service led by Mr. 
Chariey D. Tillman, followed by a song and 
praise service led by Rev. H. B. Mays, of 
Griffin. 

The principal feature of the afterno 
session was an address by Dr. E, A. Schell, 
D.D.,-of Chicago. He had been delayed in 
Charleston and telegraphed he would not 
be able to reach Atlanta until 6 o'clock in 
the afternoon, so Dr. 8.

He is 
worthy to be heard, for he represents the 
largest body of young people in one denom- 
ination on the face of the globe, and be- 
“cause of the great kindness he and his 
people have shown us. 

“Il want to congratulate the Georgia Ep- 
worth League on the great success of this 
convention. Last year in Americus, when 
our small body of earnest workers were as- 
sembled in state conference, we expected 
just such a conference as this. This is the 
materialization of our hopes. I am glad 
Georgia has given us this demonstration of 
what a conservative south can do, because 
South Carolina has not as yet waked up on 
this subject. If we continue in this ratio 
Texas may have to give up her banner for 
leading the south in state conferences. 

“Some brother has aSked me if this should 
be made a delegated body. I told him there 
were many advantages to be gained in such 
a change, but let's wait until we get 6,000 
young people at our conferences before we 
change. I wish we could invade Savannah 
next year with that number. It seems to 
me that city is Hke Rip Van Winkle. They 
need waking up badly. We expectéd 2,000 to 
this convention; they are here, and I don’t 
see then why we should not, expect 5,000 
mext time. 

“T saw in The Constitution several days 
ago how President Luther was appealing 
to the people of Atlanta to open their homes 
That is what we want—is 
‘homes.’ We want that cry to go up all 
over the state until every household in 
Georgia responds. 

‘The Epworth League Is the source of life 
in Methodism. Look at the magnitude of 
the orgamization. In chartered leagues 
there are 180,000eyoung peopie enrolled; in 
leagues that are not chartered there are 
fully that many more. In Canada there 
are 200,00. With the leaguers in the Norih- 
ern Methodist church this gives us 2,500,000 
of young people # our organization. Add 
these to the other orgamizations of young 
people in various denominations and you 
have 7,000,000 of young people laboring for 
the cause of Christ. There 1s no movement 
in the whole church that is so promising or 
has so much power. 

“There is no confilct between the Sunday 
schools and the league. Each has tts sepa- 
rate duties to perform. Each does work 
essential to the other. The Sunday school 
is a school for the teaching of the Bible. 
The Epworth League is for the purpose of 
using those lessous, and there can be nv 
possible confilct. 

The Origin of the League. 

“What was the origin of this great 
movement? Its birth was in answer to a 
widespread demand for some pian for tne 
utilization of the young forces in the 
church. The daager period in the ume 
of the lives of eur: young men is when 
they are beyond boyhooa in their own 
estuumation, and under manhood in the es- 
timation of the pubiic. It is the same with 
‘girls. During this perlod the Sunday 
schools faileu to hold the young peopic 
to Christ. There was a large leakage at 
this point out of the church. These orgamni- 
zations are the solution of this problem, 
The only way to hold young people in the 
Christian faith is to put them to work 
in the church. That end is the whole phi- 
losophy of this movement. 1 am a great 
preacher on the gospel of ‘Don’t.’ 

What Not To Do. 

‘Don’t go to the theater. It is po place 
for a decent person. 

‘Don’t play cards, for they were in- 
vented for the entertainment of a crazy 
oid king. If you are a lunatic, you are 
excusable. 

“Don’t dance. I went to an insane 
asylum once and asked the supermntena- 
ent how he entertained the inmates. He 
replied he had a long hall especially set 
aside for them to damce 1n, 

"| have preacitéd often on ‘Don't,’ but 
I believe the most effective subject is ‘Do.’ 
What we want is to give these young peo- 
ple something to‘/g@; then: we will attract 
them to the churph auu to Christ. «. We 
want to impress eyéty, young heart thar 
they must be a soul winner. Where you 
have an kpworth League of this sort there 
you have the most effective body in the 
whole church. 

“Then we want to give our young peo- 
ple something to do in the way of singing. 
I once preached in a very fashionabie 
church in a neighboring city. ‘Lhe ser- 
vice opened with an organ preluae, Tnen 
there was‘a hymn and an anthem. I| read 
the scriptures uid then there was an offer- 
tory and another anthem, 1 thought sure- 
ly it was time for me to begin, vut there 
was a quartet and another anthem, I 
turned to the pastor and asked him if he 
expected to have any preacuing? hme told 
me I was to preach. I then replied he 
would have to hear me through. We were 
all late for dinner that day, and one lady 
remarkeu that Mr. So and So was such a 
go0u preacher because he only preached 
twenty minutes. 1 am one of these Kind 
who will «sot preach a sermon to accom- 
modate a quartet. 

“Our young people, therefore, must sing. 
The Lord has calied singers as well as 
preachers. One is just as important and 
as effective as the other. 

The Literary Work, 

“The literary department of our League 
is one or its most potent factors. It is 
tor the education of the ignerant. Not 
those who are unable to read and write, 
but those who are ignorant in the doc- 
trines and methods of our church. There 
is a wonderful amount of people who are 
in need of just such an education. A man 
asked me the other day who Mr. Epworta 
was. Another asked me what had become 
of Dr. Fitzgerald. We must educate before 
Wwe can expect efficient work. 

‘“T want to urge all our Leaguers to at- 
tend the annual conference in Toronto in 


July. That is going, to be a grand occa-,. 


sion. -The Georgia delegation is invited 
to stop mm Cleveland and Detroit en route, 
and we are assured a royal reception. We 
will go ready to join every organization 
in the country for the extermination of 
certain great evils, such as the liquor 
traffic and the desecration of the Sab- 
bath. Leaguers cre always ready in such 
a cause. This convention will be an event 
in the history of American Methodism. 
With fraternity, co-operation and federa- 
tion perched on our banners, Georgia can 
show the yankees that we are fully awake 
to this great work, and will be in the 
front ranks of the fight for victory.”’

J. L. Gerdine, of Macon; Rev. Joel T.

Particularly is this true of 
Rev. Davies, who has worked assiduously 
night and day for several weeks for the 
success of this convention, as chairman of 
the entertainment committee.

Rev. Egerton R. Young is a Canadian and 
a loyal subject of the queen. In making 
his address he spoke with much feeling and 
pathos and the closest attention was paid 
to his remarks. His subject touched upon 
his life work among the North American 
Indians as a missionary. In part he said: 

“Prom the great Dominion of Canada and 
from the goodly city of Toronto, where we 
hope to greet many of you next July in the 
gerat international Epworth League con- 
vention, we come to this progressive city 
of Atlanta, in this Empire State of the sun- 
ny south, with greetings of love and 
friendship. . . 

“When your state president; my honored 
friend, Mr. Lather, invited me so cor- 
dially to be present here with you, and to 
take some part in this great convention, 
my first thought was to respectfully de- 
cline that request. J could not understand 
why I, a Canadian, and a foreigner, should 
be required or asked to take any part in 
a@ great gathering of the citizens of the 
state of Georgia. However, I thought a 
little longer, appealed to my patriotism, 
and memory carried me back to the time 
when we English-speaking people were 
all one, and that it was from one of the 
kings of the same fatherland your great 
state was named. The unpleasantness and 
divergence of views in 1776 broke up the 
home life, and since then we have lived. 
in different habitations. But the bitter- 
ness of the quarrel has long passed away 
and we see the hand of God in that histo- 
rical event. Then,: while pondering Over 
that name Georgia and how it came to be 
given to this greaat state, I thought of 
another name that binds us closer still to- 
gether, the magic sweetness of which will 
abide with us and bless our lives and fire 
our zeal and illumine our pathways and 
cement our friendship umil s a whole 
world redeemed and saved— 

‘“**We at His feet shall fall. 
Bring forth the royal diadem 
And crown Him ‘Lord of ail.’ 

“The great living head, our Lord Jesus 
Christ, well knowing the needs of poor 
fallen humanity and also their blinded, 
deadened condition, has not only provided 
salvation for all, but He has commanded 
those. who have themselves professed to 
have been saved by its power, to go and 
tell it to others. And this ‘go’ is and will 
be in force until all shall have received 
the glad news of a Savior and of salva- 
tion. Our fathers heard it and were glad. 
We, too, rejoice in this blessed news which 
has all along been ringing in our ears. 

“It must be the chief concern of the 
church, for it really is the object for which 
Christ has established His church upon 
earth. A church that 1s not a missionary 
church is a back number, ‘Ichabod’ is writ- 
ten upon its doors. A Christian who is not 
in sympathy with the world’s evangelists 
is a misnomer—an object of curiosity. His 
great example should be our pattern. His 
word our law. His command to ‘go’ our 
delight. This ‘go’ came to me in 1868. I 
was then a ministeg in the ‘home work in 
Hamilten, Canada. My call was the voice 
of the church. My church asked me to 
gO as a missionary. among the red Indians 
in the Hudson bay territories, west of 
Hudson bay. I am glad we went. My young 
wife and I were two months and nineteen 
days getting there, When we reached our 
destination we found-we were 409 miles from 
the nearest white family. We received our 
mails twice a year. We waited six months 
for our daily paper. We were surrounded 
by Indians. Yet we never locked a door 
or fastened a window, and yet we never 
had anything stolen from us.”’ 

Mr. Young gave some remarkable inci- 
dents of- the triumphs of ‘the fospel and 
the marvelous uplifting of those mother 
tribes in civilization. He closed his ad- 
dress by saying: 

“Not many months ago I stood in the 
palace-like home of the great Sir Walter 
Scott, the far-famed, histofic. Abbotsford. 

“The whole place is kept exactly as it 
was when that great wizard. of the north 
left it. There is the hall, with its won- 
drous collection of weapons and armor 
and trophies of the chase, just as his

knightly taste arrayed them. His writing 
room, with dark chair’ and inkhorn, seems 
to be awaiting his return. The magnificent | 
library, the finest room of the mansion, 
with its twenty thousand volumes, is just 
as he designed it. As with my friends in 
that splendid room I lingered, I turned to 
the old, grizzled son of Scotland, who had. 
been one of Sir Walter’s servants, and our 
guide, and said to him: ‘Tell me where 
stood his bed when the great man left yo?’ 
for I had an object in view in asking this 
question. 

“Turning to the beautiful bay window 
that overlooked Scott’s favorite view, the 
guide pointed to the deep recess it made 
and said: 

‘““*There stood his bed when he died.’ 

‘‘My reason for asking this question was 
because of the beautiful story that has 
come down to us of a statement made by 
the dying man ere he passed away. It is 
that as there he lay while the mists of 
another river than that of the one he loved 
so well were gathering around him, he 
awoke as from a kind of lethargy and turn- 
ing to his beloved son-in-law, he said: 

* ‘Lockhart, my dear, hand me the book.’ 

“Lockhart, taken unawares and bewil- 
dered by his sorrow, could only look around 
at the thousands of volumes in richest 
binding. Books of history, art, literature, 
poetry, romance, novels; books on every 
subject, and so bewildered by the very 
multitude of volumes he was only able to 
stammer out: 

“*Which book, my father?’ The dying 
man, with the light of eternity in his eye 


and yet with a clear perception of the 
value of one volume over all others, re- 
plied and said: 

“Lockhart, there is but one book—the 
Bible.’ 

“So to you, my brothers and sisters, in 
this great convention we would say: There 
is but one book—the Bible. The world is 
full of volumes, but the book is the Bible. 
Be students of that book.” 

“Fellow Christian workers, let us be stu- 
dents of this book. At its fountains of 
‘living waters’ may we ever be found. 
Then nourished and invigorated ourselves, 
we will go out and do valiant service for our 
Master. The whole world for Christ, is our 
aim and object. A dark world to be il- 
lumined, a polluted world to be made pure, 
an erring world to be brought back to His 
feet, a sinning wor'd to be saved. Our 
Great Commander has given to us, not to 
angels, but to us, men and women who 
who profess to be saved by His power, this 
bright and honorable commission. As co- 
workers, together with Him, He invites, 
He urges, He demands our service as wel 
as our love. Universal will yet be His 
victories; world-wide His triumphs. ‘He 
shall see of the travail of His 
soul and shall be satisfied. Satisfied, as 
applied to Christ. But not until unto Him 
every knee shall bow and every tongue 
shall Him confess. Yes, it ts coming! The 
sun of righteousness is rising. His golden 
beams are gilding the mountain peaks, and 
are driving back the thick clouds of pagan 
and euperstitious darkness, 
long settled down on this fair world of 
ours. The light is breaking everywhere. 
‘The warning cometh.” Haste happy day. 
when higher and higher that blessed sun 
of righteousness shali rise, until the noon- 
day splendor of the bright millennial day 
the whole world is illumined and saved, 
shall dulf in universal Christly love. What 
have we done to help bring this about? 
What are we now doing? What are our 
resolutions for the future? May the spirit 
of consecration for service come down upon 
us all. May we go forth*to dare and do 
great things for our Omnipotent Master. 
May the universal triumph soon come, 
when— 

“ ‘One song employs all nations, 

And all ery ‘“‘Worthy the Lamb. 

For He was slain for us’’— 

The @wellers on the plains, 

And on the rocks, shout to each other, 

And the distant mountains 

Catch the flying voices 

Till nation after nation taught the strain. 

Earth rolis the rapturous Hosanna 

round.’ ”’ 

Bishop Charles B. Galloway was the next 
speaker. The bishop took for his subject 
“Tne Relations of tne Epworth League to 
Missions.” in part tne bishop said: 

“T count it one of the grandest privileges 
of my lite to be connected witn this con- 
vention. { believe this Kpworth League 
movement marks a distinct effort in the 
present day church life. We are just be 
ginning to realize the possibilities of the 

ng life. 
ml phon often thought that the attrac- 
tive feature of our Christianity is its 
youthful element. The ministry of the Son 
of God was a youthtul mimistry. There is 
no pessimism in youth. There is no pessi- 
mism in Christianity. We are beginning to 
appreciate that God has locked us up in 
the young life a wonderful power, and 
wnen [. consider this my .heart yearns 
that it may be put to some useful service. 
I believe that ail the trouble in the life of 
our churches comes from the unemployed. 

“We must get our young people in line. 
Our business is to use and not to abuse the 
young: life. ae 

“If we harness this young ‘life of. the 
church we can win the world and turn it 
upside down. We can, lift it off its hinges.’’ 

Bishop Galloway touched.upon the work 
in the foreign field—especiaily China and 
Japan—and urged that the convention not 
forget this most important of ail mission 
fields. 

“When China swings into the Christian 
column,” .'said the bishop, “the angels 
will sing the coronation: song. . 

“Leaguers of Georgia, let me appeal to 
you to turn your hearts toward those 
who are in the foreign fields) It is said 
that you are 10,000 strong. Then will you 
not rise up tonigat and say we will be 
bondsmen for the church in sending mis- 
sionaries to foreign lands? The place of 
honor:in our church today is the foreign 
minister. If I had a vote here tonight I 
would offer a resolution to lay down $3,000 
this year to aid in the work in China and 
Japan.”’ 

Dr. Warren A. Candler, of Emory col- 
lege, pronounced the benediction.

The petitioner is a resident of Nashville, 
Tenn., and recites that in February, i896, 
the petitioner brought a bill in equity in 
the United States court for the purpose of 
setting up her right and title to 200 acreg 
of land in Butts county, and for the pur- 
pose of causing a deed held by the defend- 
ant to said land from. Julia C. McCand- 
less to be delivered up and camceleal. 

The bill of complaint was 
tioned by Judge Speer and set for hear- 
ing May 3, 1897. The United States court 
has jurisdiction in respect to eaid land, 
and the defendant has answered the Dill. 

After thus answering the defendant com- 
pany brought in the superior court of 
Butts county a petition for a receiver and 
for relief in respect to Kate McCandless’s

In 
considering the marvelous improve- 
ments which have been made in the 
international postal service since the 
union was first organized, it is gratify- 
ing to know that the United States is 
entitled to the credit of taking the in- 
itial steps and of pointing out the way 
to other nations. Indeed, the idea or- 
iginated with this country as far back 
as 1862, although it was not put into ef- 
fect until several years later. As the 
result of this beneficent movement pos- 
tal rates are now uniform throughout 
the world, while letters are transmitted 
from one part of the earth to another 
without the least friction or delay. 

At the forthcoming session of the pos- 
tal congress in Washington several im- 
portant matters will be discussed, and 
the session in all likelihood will bé one 
of the most important ever held, Strange 
to say, if reports are correct, the pro- 
ceedings of the congress will not be con- 
ducted in Eniglish, but in French. On 
account of the pressure of business like. 
ly to come up before it, the congress will 
be in session for three or four weeks. 
The delegates will be shown every at- 
tention during their sojourn at the na- 
tional capital, and if the plans of the 
committee in charge of arrangements. 
are carried out, there will be no lack of 
genuine American hospitality in the 
treatment which our visitors will re- 
ceive, 

Advertising Himself. 

Mr. W. L. Wilson, who was a promi- 
nent figure in Cleveland’s last admin- 
istration, first as chairman of the ways 
and means committee of the house, and 
finally as a member of the cabinet, is stil] 
sending long communications to The 
New York Herald on the subject of the 
Dingley tariff monstrosity. 

Mr, Wilson’s latest communication ap- 
pears in The Herald of Monday, and, 
like his recent articles, is devotéd to 
the wool schedule. ,We think Mr. Wil- 
son’s arguments are fine.

This works us up to such a pitch that 
We are ready to clap hands and cry 
bravo! When suddenly the question 
arises, where was Mr. Wilson when the 
republican candidates, leaders and news- 
papers were urging the people to give 
them the power and authority to frame 
the Dingley bill? The question is in- 
opportune. We find our high enthusi- 
asm cooled, and all fervor is dissipated. 
For, fine as Mr. Wilson’s arguments are, 
he threw them to the winds at the criti- 
cal moment. Impregnable as his posi- 
tion is, he deserted it when to hold it 
was essential to the safety of the people. 

We say, therefor, that, by reason of 
his prominence and his influence, no re- 
publican, neither McKinley nor Dingley, 
is any more responsible for the Dingley 
monstrosity than Mr. Wilson and those 
who acted with him. For he deserted 
his party at the critical moment and be- 
came an influential assistant to the re- 
publicans. Consequently the arguments 
he is sending to The New York Herald 
are not worth the paper on which they 
are written. He himself has destroyed 
their force and effect by using all the 
means in his power to make the Dingley 
monstrosity possible; and to present 
them now ‘with fhe furious zeal which 
characterizes them is merely to invite 
the laughter or the sneers of those who 
read them. 

Mr. Wilson knew as well as any other 
sensible man that the election of Mr.

It was shown at the hearing before the 
railroad commission in Atlanta on Tues- 
day that there is no general, and mighty 
little local, demand for a sweeping reduc- 
tion of one-third in railway freight rates 
in the state. There are thousands of mer- 
chants and shippers interested in the rates. 
They ship millions of dollars’ worth of 
commodities during the course of a year 
and are always on the look-out to take ad- 
vantage of business-like propositions for 
the advancement of theif pecuniary inter- 
ests. If there was fairness or justice in the 
demand for taking away one-third of the 
railroads’ tncomes from freights, it Is 
morally certain that the complaint and ap- 
plication for a reduction would have had 
numerous backers. Yet there was only one 
firm actively engaged in the prosecution of 
the application.

BIG ARTILLERY BATTLE FOUGHT 


Turkish Army Now Using Its Cavalry 
with Good Effect. ¢ 


New York, April 23.—The Journal and 
Advertiser this morning prints as & spe 
cial from London the following dispatches 
ffom G. W. Stevens, of The London Mail, 
describing the fighting at Milouna: 

“The Turks have now succeeded in forc- 
ing back the Greeks from their position 
on the heights above Tyrnavo and are 
preparing for the final advance on Laris- 
82. 

“About 4 o’clock this afternoon the in- 
habitants of Tyrnavo could be seen aban- 
doning the town and retreating in wild 
confusion along the Larissa road. The 
Gréek troops fell back in good order, and 
occupied with four batteries of artillery 
the low hill between Tyrvano and Larissa. 
There they prepared to offer further re- 
sistance, While they were deploying their 
guns and taking range several battalions 
of Turkish infantry, with five batteries of 
artillery, moved slowly down the slope of 
Milouna Pass toward the plain. Their ob- 
ject was to support the force of cavalry 
engaged in making a reconnoisance.

“Presently our artillery halted, opened 
upon the Greeks and a vigorous artillery 
duel commenced. The spectacle was a 
magnificent one from the heights, which 
seemed to have been expYessly designed to 
serve as an amphitheater. 

“We looked down on the battle raging 
at our feet and were close to Marshal Ed- 
hem Pasha and his staff, while in all di- 
rections the hills were crowded with Turk- 
ish soldiers gazing wistfully at the fight. 
The marshal and his officers were of the 
opinion that Larissa had been virtually 
taken now that Miloune Pass was in the 
hands of their men. 

‘:Edhem Pasha’s plans have hitherto 
been crowned with complete success. « 

“Below us were serpentine lines of bayo- 
nets, glistening in the bright sun. and 
stancing out from the deep green of the 
plains and dull brown of the bare, rocky 
hillside. They moved with even cadence 
toward Tyrnavo. From the mouths of-the 
guns in action below came jets of fire and 
spurts of white smoke or gray dust as the 
recoil of the weapons tore up the ground. 
Here and there shells were bursting. Few 
reached our men, however, as the distance 
was too great and wé suffered but little 
though I saw a few men knocked over by 
bursting shrapnel and there were several 
verv narrow shaves. 

“The hig! from which the Greeks*hre fir- 
ing lies about half way between this place 
and Larissa. Soon thé Turkish battery 
limbered up, finding that the shells dropped 
short and moved forward and then it 
reopened. The firing was better directed 
than that of the Greeks, but against their 
superior strength it seemed to affect little. 
Our infantry gave its support and then 
commenced a furious fire, to which the 
Greeks replied. 

“The aim of Edhem Pasha is not as yet 
to fight a decisive battle. He has gained a 
strategic success of the utmost importance 
by holding the Greeks in front, While in 
lines parallel to our advance his other col- 
umns move forward by Damasi on Tyrna- 
vo. He has also ascertained the strength 
of vend Greeks.

He Points Out Where the City’s Money 
Is Being Wasted by the Depart-

Two sensations were developed at the 
session of the board of health investigat- 
ing the charges against Chief Sanitary 
Inspector Thomas E. Veal last night. The 
meeting Was an exceedingly lively one, 
and it was decidedly the most interesting 
and important of the trial. 

councilman Eldred 8. Lumpkin, of the 
third ward, was put upon the stand as a 
witness at the instance of the board of 
health, and for more than an hour he 
fred red-hot shot at Chief Veal’s depart- 
ment, occasionally touching @ bomb under 
the board of health. He let go his ammu- 
nition with a free hand and when the 
smoke had cleared away there was little 
‘Jeft in the darkness about the case as seen 
‘by Mr. Lumpkin. 

The councilman proved a live wire, and 
he sizzled at every end. His statements 
were pointed and he kept his promise to 
tell all he knew about the department, 
and some other things, should he be put 
upon the stand. He went at the matter 
in a direct way and he never faltered in 
his statement. He answered questions put 
to him by the attorneys and board mem- 
bers and the councilman had a ready an- 


and connection with the case and toid the 
board of health in so many words that it 
was not, in his opinion, the proper tribunal 
to try the charges against Veal, because 
the board was too closely connected with 
the matters connected with the charges. 
Some statements were ‘INade by Mr. 
Lumpkin which will be heard from at a 
later date, and it is likely that an impor- 
tant political turn will be given the testi- 
mony of the councilman. He told how he 
was approached and asked to vote for cer- 
tain members of the board for election 
thereto and how he investigated the sev- 
eral matters under consideration. 
Has Gilbert Committed Perjury? 
Another breezy incident of the session 
resulted from the testimony of I. H. Gil- 
bert, formerly night watchman at the 
dumping ground. It is by no moans im- 
probable that the defense will attempt to 
prove that Gilbert has perjured himself 
in making certain statements, and he may 
be arrested before the end of the trial. 
Chief Veal and Superintendent Waldron 
claim that Gilbert has sworn falsely and 
that he should be punished for perjury. 
The chief spoke of taking action in the 
matter, but nothing was done last night. 
Gilbert testified that Superintendent Wal- 
Gron had been benefited by the sale of a 
certain horse to the city by S. Marks. 
The horse belonged to Waldron and was 
sent to Marks one day. The next day the 
mores was returned to the city stables, 
having been bought by the sanitary de- 
partment. Shortly afterwards Marks came 
to the dumping ground and told Waldron 
he had sold the horse for $20 more than 
he paid for him. Waldron wanted the 
money, but Marks only gave him half of it 
—tl0-as his part. Waldron claimed that 
he was entitled to the full amount be- 
cause he had favored Marks in helping 
him sell his horses. The witness swore 
that Veal had kept four horses at the 
— Stables and kept them up on city 
He said Waldron had kept horses 
there and that Howland had done the 
same thing.

taxes for myself and mother. I found 
that my mother had been charged sanitary 
tax on three houses on a Jot on which 
there were but two houses. I called the 
attention of the assessors td the error, and 
they told me to go to Chief Veal and ask 
him to correct the error. I called on Mr. 
Veal, and he promised to attend to the 
matter. A day or two later I went back 
to Mr. Veal to see if he had corrected the 
error so that I could give in the taxes. He 
said he had not, but promised to attend 
to it at once. I went back again and he 
had not straightened out the error. I 
went the fifth time, and found that Mr. 
Veal had@ not attended to the matter. MI 
became tired of his negligence and told 


without further delay and trouble. They 
said that thereafter they would accept the 
word of reputable people when questions 
of the kind arose about Banitary taxes, 
and would not fool with (Mr. Veal again, 
delays and cases of the kind having arisen 


before. 
Asked Him To Vote for McRae. 
“One time I went to the dumping grounds 
to look about the place. Chief Veal and 


.@ gentleman from North. Carolina,. Mr. 


Sailes, went with me. I had heard about 
the little stock farm out there, and I saw 
some hogs, chickens, pigeons and other 
fowl. They had a big pigeon house, which 
must have cost $100. While I was looking 
around Chief Veal brought up the question 
of the election for board of heaith mem- 
bers, and asked me directly to vote for Dr, 
MoRae for re-election. He told me Dr. 
MoRae was a candidate for re-election, 
and that he, Veal, wanted me to vote for 
the doctor.”’ 

At this point Dr. (McRae asked the wit- 
ness if it was not true that he, Dr. Mekae, 
had stated publicly that he was nol a Can- 
didate. 

Witness understood that such an an- 
nouncement had been made but that Veal 
had said the doctor was a candidate and 
insisted upon the councilman voting for 
the doctor. 

Who Got the Contract? 

“After that Veal came to my office to 
explain some matters which were being 
talked about. I went to his office to sat- 
isfy myself about them and Veal showed 
me some bids for supplies for the depart- 
ment. I asked him if favoritism had been 
shown in the awarding of contracts and 
asked him about +ceain bids, which he 
showed me. I noticed that the bids varied 
some and I asked him, as an illustration, 
to tell me which of the bidders got the 
contract of which he was talking. He took 
the bids and examined them but could not 
tell to whom the contract was let. He 
then referred to his books and was still un- 
able to tell who got the contract. He sent 
for the vouchers in the comptroller’s of- 
fice, and with the assistance of Inspector 
Strahan, he was still unable to tell who 
got the award and I never could ascertain 
anything about the matter.” 

Dr. McRae asked the witness if he had 
stated in an interview that the doctor had 
his horse kept at the city’s expense. The 
reply was Gat if the doctor ever owned &@ 
horse at all the witness didn’t know it. 

The Cost of Horses Too Much. 

“I think I can show to the board that 
the city’s sanitary horses are costing al- 
most double what they should cost in feed. 
The records show that the average monthly 
feed cost per head for the horses has been 
more than $9. I have the best kind of evi- 
dence that the cost should not be more 
than $5.50 per head per month. Reliable 
stock men and feed dealers tell me this. 
There has been a waste of money by the 
sanitary department in this respect. I have 
an offer from responsible parties to guar- 
antee to take the contract for caring for 
the stock and to save the city at least 10 
per cent of the present cost of feeding. 

“7 ynderstand that the city is paying 
about $16 of $18 per head per month for the 
care and feeding of five or six horses at 
the stable near the old police station. One 
of the horses kept there belongs to Miss 
Etta Cohén, secretary of the board of 
health, I betiéve. The city pays three 
times too much for the care of these horses. 
They can be boarded at the most fashion- 
able horse stable for much less money. 

Some Points in Politics. 

“It is true that I have stated that the 
sanitary department was rotten to the 
core, politically. I had a conversation with 


been cirewlated against the sanitary de- 
partment before his election as a member 
of the board. I told Captain Miller that 
the charges should be investigated. Cap- 
tain Miller said he had heard

“From all of this I became convinced 
that the sanitary department was in poli- 
tics, and in them in the worst possible 
way. The officials of the department were 
attempting to hedge themselves for their 
personal interests. Veal did not offer me 
any direct inducement to vote for Dr. Mc- , 
Rae, but he did @mrite me to go to North 
Carolina on a fishing and hunting trip, 
telling me it wouldn’t cost me a cent. I 
thought Veal strangely friendly, he having 
seldom spoken to me on the street before 
my election to the council. I hadn’t known 
him very well before that and I thought it 
strange that he should ask me to go on a 
trip with him, especially after we had 
been talking about voting for McRae.” 

Mayor Collier: “Mr. Lumpkin, is it not 
true that you told Captain Miller that you 
would vote for him if he would vote to fire 
Veal?” 

“No, sir, it is not true. I told Captain 
Miller I thought a falg investigation should 
be made and changes made if the develop- 
ments warranted and called for it.’’ 


Nobody Else to Vote For. 
_ “Why did you vote for me in the elec- 
tion, Mr. Lumpkin?” asked Dr. McRae. - 
‘Because you had no opposition and there 
was nobody else for me to vote for,” said 


Mr. Lumpkin. ; 
“Well, I'm sorry you dld vote for me,” 


replied Dr. McRae. 

“I think $50,000 a year can be saved to 
the city by an eccnomica] adminisiration 
of the affairs of the sanitary department,” 
continued Mr. Lumpkin. “I noticed in the 
paper the other day that J e Van Epps 
made a statement that the city had spent 
$40,000 for horses for the sanitary depart- 
ment in the last ten years. In the ordinary 
cun of things, that amount of money 
would buy 600 or 700 horses. The records 
show that thirty horses have been disabled 
end ten died in the time stated. Leaving 
out the seventy-five or eighty horses burn- 
ed several years ago, the city is still short 
about $17,000 paid for horses above tie 
average market price.” 

Dr. McRae asked if it was not true that 
his judgment about the value of hors.s« 
would be better than Mr. Lumpkin’s, wh2n 
he went about to all of the stables and 


rade it a part of his business to keep 
up with the market, when Mr. Lumpkin 
had only guessed at the market prices. 
“Well, I wouldn’t like to stake my opin- 
ion against yours, dcctor. Dr. Alexander 
has been quoted as saying that I am a 
man of little or no sense, and I am afraid 
my opinion of the stock market would 
not favorably compare with yours. I would 
not like to answer the question, but I 
have stated the facts and figures as given 
me by reliable men and from reliable 
sources.”’

this point. 

‘Now, Mr. Lumpkin, isn’t it true that you 
promised to vote for J. W. Phillips for 
Veal’s place if you could have Veal re- 
moved from office?” asked the judge. 

“No, sir, it is not true,” said Mr. Lump- 
kin. “I said that I would not vote for 
Phillips. I did say that I would vote for 
J. P. Buchanan if Veal was removed, if 
Buchanan was in the race.”’ 3 

“Were you ever in a conference with 
councilmen about Veal’s successor and re- 
moval?” was asked. 

“No, sir, I wae not. I never approached 
anyone about the matter. I stated that I 
thought a change should be made if, after 
a fair investigation. Veal could not ex- 
plain the charges that had been made 
against him. I have not been a prosecutor 
in this case.

Dr. H. P. Cooper is out of the city and 
has not attended the trial. 

Upon the assembling of the board Judge 
Van Epps asked that the trial be hurried 
and it was suggested that the board hold 
three sessions daily until the case is con- 
cluded. The suggestion was agreed 
to and the board will meet morning, after- 
noon and night and push the trial to an 
end. | 
At the request of the defense, Mr. 8. 
D. Howland, formerly an Atlanta stock 
man, but now of Nashville, was put upon 
the stand. He desired to return to his 
home and by agreement he was allowed to 
testify. He was one of the men whom 
Chief Veal was said to have favored in 
his purchases of horses foF the sanitary 
department. 

Mr. Howland was a good witness for 
the defense. He explained several mat- 
ters in connection with the charges against 
Veal in which his name was mentioned 
and he told about his dealings with the 
chief inspector. He id he never kept 
his horses at the dumping ground except 
when he loaned the city two or three to 
be used in the memorial day parade, and 
on one or two occasions when he sent 
some horses to the dumping ground to 
be tested with the view of selling them 
to the city. 

He had never heard of any intimation | 
on the part of the board or of Chief Veal 
as to rebates or favoritism. He always 
conferred with two or three members in 
making deals with the board. He had 
Never made any undue profit in trades 
with the city. 

S. Marks on the Stand. 

S. Marks, who was a horse dealer In 1895, 
was the next witness. He lives in Bruns- 
wick. He went to Blackshear in 1894 with 
Superintendent Waldron. He bougnt a 
horse from Waldron and later sold the 
animal to the sanitary department. Ur. 
McRae and Dr. Avary examined a lot of 
horses and bought them for the city at 
$8 per head. Mr. Veal did not close the 
trade himself. This was to explain how 
the city came to buy a horse that Waldron 
had sold. On another occasion he sold 
Drs. McRae and Avary and Veal twelve 
horses. He never sold Veal a horse with- 
Out the co-operation of members of the 
board. 

Mr. Westmoreland asked Mr. Marks if 
he was not insolvent in 1895. The point 
was made to show that Marks’s guarantee 
to the city in his horse trades was wortn- 
less and that he was shown favoritism 
in preference to solvent dealers in norses. 
The Exchange bank furnished him money 
to pay for horses. He declined to say that 
he was insolvent, but admitted that ne 
had no real estate in that year. It was 
shown that he had sold a great many 
horses to the city. 

Dorsey Purchase Was All: Right. 


Superintendent Waldron, of the dump- 
ing ground, was, for the third time, put 
upon the stand. Judge Van Epps ques- 
tioned him about various matters connect- 
the case. 

Judge Van Epps asked about the horse 
sold to Judge Dorsey. Judge Anderson said 
he had seen the check Judge Dorsey gave 
S. Marks for the horse in question and that 
the point made on the transaction had been 
withdrawn. Judge Anderson said he was 
satisfied that there was nothing wrong 
about the Dorsey trade. The same was 
true of the Avary purchase of a horse. 

Captain Wylie Testifies. 

Captain D. G. Wylie, commissioner of 
public works, was the next witness. He 
said it cost about $6 per head each month 
to feed the city’s horses in his department. 
The sanitary department horses cost about 
$9 per head per month.

THE LATTER NOT A CANDIDATE 


Former Says There Is No Factional 
Fight for the President’s Chair. 


JAKE PHINIZY MAY GET THE PLUM 


President Charles H. Phinizy May 
Be a Candidate for Re-Elec- 
tion Next Month. 


The article in yesterday’s Constitution 
telling of the race for proxies of Georgia 
railroad stockholders created a great stir. 
Georgia railroad stock is owned all over the 
gtate. Here im Atlanta there is considera- 
bie of it and all along the line, and in Au- 
gusta, Georgia stock is a gilt-edged in- 
vestment. 

All the stockholders have been receiving 
circulars and private letters for some time 
past and there was hardly one anywhere 
who did not know that there was something 
in the wind. But not until yesterday had 
anything been published which indicated 
just why the demand for proxies was 80 
keen. Some vague statements had ap- 
peared, but the secret had not been told. 

Some said that the article was calculated 
to create a panic and depreciate the price 
of the stock, but demand has never yet been 
known to make an investment cheaper. 
The security holders pf the Georgia Rall- 
raed and Banking Company seemed glad 
to nave the mystery cleared up. They 
could readily understand the circulars 
which they had been receiving when the 
situation was explained to them. 

It happened that Mr. Leonard Phinizy, 
vice president of the company, was in At- 
lanta visiting his sister, Mrs. Calhoun. This 
fact became known here through telegrams | 
from Augusta. Mr. Phinizy tried to. hide 
out from the newspaper men, but was seen | 
by a representative of The Constitution 
shortly before he left in the afternoon for 
Augusta. Mr. Phinizy protested that there 
was no factional fight on among the direc- , 
tors of the company. He stated that he has 
am ambition to serve as president of the 
company whenever the present president, 
Coelenel Charles H. Phinizy, voluntadily re 
tires. 

“But if my brother Jake wants to be 
president, I will vote my proxies for him,”’ 
said the vice president. Mr. Leonard Phini- 
zy declared that there was mo feeling over 
the matter. He would not oppose his own 
brother, he said. and he knew his brother 
would not oppose him. 

Mr. Leonard Phinizy says that he has re- 
peatedly told his brother that he would 
not be a candidate against him. Mr. Jake 
Phinizy has always replied that he was not 
@ qcndidate. 

Mr. Phinizy’s Statement. 

In speaking of the publication,Mr, Phinizy 
made this statement: 

“The articie in this morning’s Constitu- 
tion. headed ‘Brother Against Brother,’ 
Goes great injustice to my cousin, Colonel *| 
Cc, H. Phinizy, my brother, Jacob Phinizy, 
and myself. In the first place, Colonel 
Phinizy will in all probability be a candi- 
date for re-election at the May conven- 
tion of the Georgia railroad. 

“In. the second place, my brother, Mr. 
Jacob Phinizy, is not opposing me and 1s 
not a candidate for the presidency of the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking Company. 1 
have a letter from him in which he states 
he is not a candidate, and that he prefers, 
in the event of Colonel Phinizy’s retire- 
ment. that I should have the place, and 
that he would do nothing to prevent my 
getting it. He has stated frequently that 
lhe was not a candidate for this. place. 
Again, there is no fight on in the board 
of directors for this honor and the emoiu- 
ments of this office, as stated by your 
reporter, and there is likely to be no con- 
test for this position. 

“The circular signed by the twelve di- 
rectors, they state, was not intended for 
the purpose of ‘heading me off’ from the 
presidency of this corporation, nor was it 
got up to promote the interests of any 
one man, but was intended to promote the 
interests of the company. I have convers- 
ed fully and freely with the gentlemen who 
signed this circular, and they all assure 
me of this intention. The circular was

The 
other directors who refused to sign this 
circular had equally as good reasons as 
the above. — 

“While I now hold about twelve thousand 
proxies in the Georgia Railroad and Bank- 
ing Company, I can truthfully state that 
in seeking these proxies I had no hidden 
or secret purpose. I invariably stated that 
I desired no changes made in the present 
excellent management of the company. 
This statement was made in every letter 
that I sent out to stockholders. I desire

As the agreements are 
studied more is found in them than ap- 
pears at first glance. The agreement to 
maintain rates is left out. The commission- 
er has no authority to fix rates. All he 
can do fs to inquire of the roads what 
rates they wish to name and then inform 
all competitors. If the roads do not all 
name the same rate, each will have to 
take its chances. All any road can do is 
to name the rate which it will charge. 
This is a suggestion merely. Other roads 
can act on it or not, as they see proper. 
It is the duty of the chairman to notify 
the members of what each is doing or 
proposes to do so far as he is informed. 
The chairman’s office becomes a clearing 


jouse for rates named by the several lines. 


Rates will be printed as heretofore, but 


they are to be the rates of individual! lines 
consolidated without any agreement to 


maintain them. However, it would proba- 


_ bly. go hard with the man detected in cut- 


ting a rate. One of the chairman’s duties 
is to report to the interstate commission 
and state commission. This is considered a 
strong feature of the new agreement. If 
carried out, it will be a literal support of 
the commissions. Some of the officials 
thought this clause would deter members 
from cutting rates. Heretofore the com- 
missioner has had to deal directly with 
the offenders. Prosecution by the federal 
or state authorities would be a serious 
matter on a clear case of manipulation of 
rates on either through or local business. 

The railway men who were here said 
that the agreement was the best they 
could make under the circumstances. They 
tried to frame it so that it would come under 
the interstate commerce act, but not too 
far in. A serious effort will be made to 
comply with every provision of the laws. 
There will be no evasion or attempt to get 
around the laws as they stand. 

It is belleved that practically all the 
roads will join this agreement unless it be 
some which are nearer to larger cities. 
There is nothing in the agreement to keep 
anybody out. Any line which desires may 
become a member at any time.

Says He Is Doing Nothing About the 
Matter at This Time. 


IT IS WITH COUNCIL COMMITTEE 


He Says He Submitted a Proposition 
and Has Heard Nothing Else. 


MEETING MAY BE HELD NEXT MONTH 


Mayor Collier Will Again Take Up the 
Matter with the Railroads and 
Probably Call a Meeting. 


When will some definite step be taken by 
the raflroad authorities toward giving At- 
lanta a new depot? 

This question was asked Mr. Samuel 
Spencer, president of the Southern system 
just as he was about to board his private 
car for New York at noon yesterday. He 
said that he could not tell. He could make 
no statement about the prospect of a new 
depot for Atlanta. 

Mr. Spencer said he had made a proposi- 
tion to the city about the Mitchell street 
viaduct but that nothing had been heard 
from it. He was waiting on the city au- 
thorities to communicate with him about 
the matter, as he had no idea when the 
matter would be again taken up. 

Mr. Spencer talked as if he had washed 
his hands of the entire matter and as if he 
would take no further step until something 
is done by the city authorities. He seemed 
to regard the matter as one to be handled 
by the officials now before he will take any 
further action in the matter. 

It will be remembered that President 
Spencer proposed to give $25,000 for the 
Southern toward constructing a viaduct at 
Mitchell street. His company proposed to 
erect a new depot at that street and a 
viaduct crossing is wanted. The matter 
was referred to the bridge committee and 
that committee made a report to the coun- 
cil, recommending that the Southern be 
asked to submit specifications of the pro- 
posed work. It was supposed that Mr. 
Spencer had been advised of this request 
and that he would soon cause the desired 
specifications to be submitted, but he said 
yesterday such was not the case. 

“I submitted a proposition to the com- 
mittee and have heard nothing from it yet. 
I have made no further suggestion nor took 
any further action in the matter. It resf# 
with the committee now,’’ said Mr. Spencer. 

This seems to put new light on the ques- 
tion. 

Mayor Collier is desirous that there be 
a meeting of the raijroad men and city 
authorities with the view of reaching an 


agreement on the several questions at is- 
sue between the city and the railroads and 
he hoped to call such a meeting this week, 
but the meeting could not be arranged. 

It will now be the latter part of May, 
very likely, before an effort will be made 
to get the railroad men here again.

“Yes; it was on the afternoon, of Febru- 
ary lith, just.after dress parade had been 
dismissed.

“I know people avoided her, but no one 
stopped speaking directly except my hus- 
band and myself. Mrs. O’Brien received 
such marked attention from a young man 
that I did not feel justified in continuing 
our social relations. She was censured in 
strong terms by every one I ever heard 
discuss the matter.” . 

The cross-examination by Tfieutenant 


 Carbsugh was as follows: 


“Aren’t you particularly friendly with the 
Romeyn family?” 

“Only as with other members of the gar- 
rison. Not enough so to prejudice my tes- 
tlimony. I took my stand in the matter 
before the engagement of Miss Romeyn 
amd Lieutenant Bamford was announced 
and would have acted in the same manner 
had it never been announced. 

“No; there was nothing in the conduct 
Girectly improper.” 

Lieutenant Kalk Talks Out. 

Lieutenant Kalk, of the Fifth infantry, 
was the next witness. 

“Have you noticed in this room, or in 
the garrison, anything peculiar in the con- 
duct of certain parties?’ 

“The constant intercourse between Mrs. 
O’Brien and Lieutenant Bamford was 
noticed by ma The first particular act 
that attracted my attention was seeing 
the couple riding a tandem a number of 
times. I noticed them dancing together a 
great deal, and once standing on the side- 
walk in front of their house about 9 
o'clock one evening."’ 

“Was the conduct of the two com- 
mented on?” 

“It was the common talk of Be garri- 
son,” 

“Were you ever spoken to wa any one 
outside the post concerning the matter?’ 

“Yes, a citizen of Atlanta named Wrfii- 
liams, who had attended a number of en- 
tertainments out here, mentioned the mat- 
ter to me We were conversing together

“Have you ever heard any other com- 
ments?’’ 

“Yes, I have both heard comments on 
the pair and made them myself. I once 
characterized their conduct as a ‘brazen 
proceeding’ or ‘brassy proceeding.’ This 
was said in the presence of Captain Ro- 
meyn and Iieutenant Martin." 

“Had your wife refused to visit the

“Not to my knowledge has she refused. 
She has not visited them since she re- 
turned from Washington in January.” 

“Would you allow your wife io visit

tion has offended him,’’ put in Captain 
Romeyn. 

“What are your social relations with the 
O’ Briens?’’ 

“Always friendly.” 

“Who made these comments you speak 
of?’’ 

“Parties in general throughout the gar- 
rison," 

At this point came some of the most in- 
teresting testimony of the trial. A mem- 
ber of the court asked: 

Amounted to a Scandal. 

‘Did the talk and conduct of these two 
people amount to a public scandal?’ 

“To that I will say yes,”’ firmly answered 
Lieutenant Kalk. 

This answer seemed to arouse the ad- 
vocate general and he forthwith subjected 
the witness to a severe running fire of 
questions on the cross examination. 

“What do you mean by public scandal?” 

“it was common talk throughout the 
garrison. and had passed to ‘the outside 
among civilians, thereby bringing the regi- 
ment into unfavorable discussion.” 

“What was the character of the com- 
ments passed upon the conduct of Mrs. 
O’Brien and Lieutenant Bamford?’ 

‘that it was shameful and outrageous. 
That they should not be together so much 
and take such long rides,”’ 

“Who said that? Don’t vou know a 
single person?’ 

“Yes, my wife.”

Our 
porches are in one and it would be a 
great embarrassment to me not to do so. 
After I returned from Washington Mrs. 
O’Brien called on me, but I never returned 
the visit.”’ 

“Was there a sufficient lapse of time 
between the time she called and the ger- 
man took place to warrant the inference 
that you would not cali?’ 

“It was nearly a month. I had returned 
all my other calls. I supposed she would 
draw the inference herself. I was informed 
of the engagement of Lieutenant Bamford 
and Miss Romeyn while in Washington, 
and was told that beth were accepting 
congratulations.” 

“What was the nature of the comments 
you heard about Mrs. O’Brien and Lieu- 
tenant Bamford?” 

“That it was not at all nice and that

New York, Apri! 23.—Opening reviews The 
weakness of the London stock market gave 


the tone to the opening hour, prices show- 


ing fractional declines all around, extend- 
ing to % in New Jersey Central. The deali- 
ings were small and business lacked anima- 
tion. The industrial shares were the feature 
of the dealings up to 11 o’clock, with the 
variations in a few stocks being rather 
wide in either direction Liquidation 
carricd American Spirits, common 
and preferred down a point each on 
revived unfavorable rumors in connection 
with the failure to hold the annual meet-f 
ing. Leather preferred, on the other hand, 
was well supported and rose sharply inf 
contrast to its recent heaviness. The rest} 
of the list fluctuated narrowly both up and! 
down. The intense dullness of the market 
is shown by the fact that there was not a 
sing’e transaction in Rock Island up toe 
noon. New Jersey Central was up on the 
advance in the loan rate for the stock, 
which is attributed to manipulation. Tobac- 
co showed a loss of 1% on account of the 
reported determination of labor organiza- 
tions to boycott the product. Spirits recov- 
ered on covering of shorts. Some tendency 
towards improvement was manifest in the 
general list, but on very light transactions. 
The bond market was dull but firm. 
Sales of stocks up to noon, 52,700 shares. 
New York, April 23.—Ciosing review: Un- 
deviatine dullness marked the dealings in 
stocks today from start to finish. The to- 
tal shares sold amounted to 89,595, 
dealers and brokers found their occupation 
practtically gone. Tobacco Was the only 
stock dealt in to the extent of 10,000 shares, 
and that was a selling movement. In the 
raliwayv list. outside the Coalers, the only 
etock which varied its price to the extent 
of a point, was Burlington, and its net 
change was only %. Such a market offered 
no inducement except to the strictly pro- 
fessiona! element, and to them ony for a 
very quick turn on almost infinite small 
margin. The whole market continued to be 
dominated by the war situation in Europe 
and the opening adhered closely to the 
level already established for the day’s 
trading in London. The indisposition to 
trade in stocks seemed to be based on the

‘Wheat Showed a Downward Tendency 


in Early Trading. 
PRICES RAN OFF ONE CENT 


Bulls Came Into the Market with a 
Rush and Closed the Market 


1 1-2c Higher. 


Chicago, April 23.—Wheat was again very 
feverish and unsettled today. The ma- 
jority of traders were on the bull side, 
however, and whooped things up to such 
good effect that the market closed about 
lM%c higher. Bad crop reports, war news 
and cash business were features making 
violent fluctuations. All other markets 
borrowed more or less strength from wheat, 
corn and oats advancing %c each and pro- 
visions 24.@5c. 

In wheat firm foreign markets helped to 
start the trading at an advance. Shorts 
were the best buyers, but there was a big 
line of long wheat for sale at around the 
opening price, which was dealt out with a 
liberal hand for half an hour, and the 
effect of it was to force the price down Ic 
per bushel from the best figures of the 
early trading. When that scalping line 
was out of the way the bulls came into 
the market with a rush, but found so little 
for sale that the price,ysoon recovered the 
most of its previous decline. Liverpool 
showed no change in quotations at the 
opening and %d advance later. New York 
reported buying orders there from the 
continent this morning, the first for a 
long time. Chicago receipts were nine 
cars. English consols were unchanged, 
which indicated the unshaken feeling in the 
United Kingdom that the war in Europe 
would be confined to the present combat- 
ants. That and the cOmparative heaviness 
of the northwestern receipts—345 cars, 
against 342 last year, were the bearish fac- 
tors in the early news, May opened at 
744%@74%4c, against yesterday's close of 73%c. 
It declined to 734%c under the hammering it 
received, then recovered to 73%c. A re- 
port that Kansas had issued an estimate 
of conditions of the state, making the con- 
dition 80, was the cause of a strong spurt 
soon afterwards which put up the price 
from around 73%c for May to 74%c, but 
when it was found this was on-a parity 
with the government report, the advantage 
was lost. May wheat was at times difficult 
to trade in. Speculation is now over into 
July, such little speculation as_ there is. 
The market became very strong near the 
close, and was making its best price of the 
day about fifteen minutes from the close, 
Shorts covered liberally on the remarkable 
Strength of outside markets, notably St. 
Louis, and the tone of the war news gene- 
railyi selling up to 75%c and closing strong 
at 74%@7ice. July closed at 74%c. 

Corn was firm in the main at a moderate 
business, put. had some interest also of 
the weakness. The predictions of rain to- 
day and tomorrow made offerings scarce. 
The market became quite strong near the 
close in sympathy with wheat. Exports 
were liberal at 820,000 bushels. May opened 
unchanged at 244%c, and sold between 24% 
and 24%c, closing at 245%c bid. 

Oats \vre firm all day, wet weather 
causin, most of the strength, although 
wheat and corn were also influential. 
Shorts were free buyers, and a good gene- 
ral business was transacted. Exports were 
127,00 bushels. May opened a shade higher 
at 17%c, sold between 1744@i7% and i7%c, 
closing at 174¢c bid. 

Provisions were falfrly firm but dull. Buy- 
ing orders were in excess of offerings all 
day, but not sufficiently so to put spirit in 
trading.

Condition of Trade Has Been in the 
Direction of Improvement, 


IRON AND STEEL DEPRESSED 


Wheat Advanced 6c, but Cotton Has 
Not Been Materially Affected. 
_ Corn Exports Heavy. 


New York, April 23.—Bradstréet’s tomor- 
row wiil say that the change in condi- 
tions underlying general trade, while slight 
this week, has been in the Girection of 
improvement. The depression in iron and 
steel continues, and Bessemer pig and 
Steel billets have reacted another 26c a 
ton. The outlook favors an increase in 
labor disturbances to resist midsummer 
wages reductions. The bituminous coal 
mining industry is worse off than the an- 
thracite, with rumors of strikes, which 
promise to have an unfavorable influence 
on other than the iron and steel indus- 
tries. 

Trade in wool is quieter. There is less 
life in the wholesale dry géods trade, and 
little relief has been experienced, not- 
withstanding the large auction sales of 
cotton goods last week, buyers continuing 
to supply immediate needs only. The ten- 
dency toward more settled weather has 
stimulated the retail demand, more partic- 
ularly at the northwest. notab'y for éry 
goods, hardware and millinery. The gen- 
eral tendency of the Mississippi flerd to 
Subside has created a bet‘er feeling, but 
not even the recent agricultural depart- 
ment census records all the damage doe. 
Country roadways have heg.un to improve, 
which benefits interior me*cnants. 

The only large cities reporting an in- 
creased movement of merchandise are St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Milwaukee, Kansas 
City, where the distribution of dry goods, 
shoes and hardware and building have been 
more conspicuous. At almost all other 
large centers there has been no material 
gain in the industrial or commercial’ lines. 
New Orleans reports that the sugar lands 
have escaped overflow thus far. Exports 
of wheat, and flour included as wheat, 
from both coasts of the United States and 
from St. John, N. B., this week amount 
to 1,654,668 bushels, against 1,344,000 last 
week, 1,128,000 bushels’ in the third 
week of April, 1896; 2,431,000 busheis in the 
like week of 1835, 2,727,000 bushels in 1894 
and as compared with 2,507,000 busnels in 
the corresponding period in 1893. Enports 
of Indian corn amount to 4,769,315 bushels 
this week, against 2,328,000 bushels last 
week, less than 1,000,000 bushels in the 
week of 1896, less than half as many in 
the corresponding week of i895, and as 
compared with 1642,000 bushels in the third 
week of 1894. 

There are 216 business failures through- 
out thie United States this week, compared 
with 195 last week, 240 in the third week 
of April, 1896; 223 in the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1895, 281 in 1894 and with 186 in the 
like week of April, 1893. 

There are 22 business failures reported 
from the Canadian dominion this. week, 
compared with 39 last week, 37 in the week 
a year ago and 32 two years ago. 


Dun’s Review. 


New York, April 23.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
If either Turkey or Greece had been wholly 
buried in the sea, markets might have been 
affected less than by the outbreak of war 
in Europe. Like fire in the heart of a 
crowded city, it raised the question, if a 
general conflagration may spring out of 
it. To this possibility and not to the direct 
influence of either Turkey or Greece upon 
the world’s money or produce markets, 
was due the excitement in grain and 
stocks. As the uncertainty magnified, 
American markets were much more: flighty 
than European, where the possibilities have 
been discussed and partly discounted for 
months. But the uncertainty remains and 
will affect the movement of money and 
Staples unkil it disappears, creating a 
large demand for American products at 
higher prices, causing hasty speculative 
selling of securities at times, but also more 
continuous buying by foreign investors and 
not improbably influencing the attitude of 
foreign powers on questions important to 
this country. Wheat rose 6 cents from 
Thursday to Monday, and has retained 
most of the rise. Since Russia and the 
Danubian states will be likely to ship wheat 
scantily, especial needs and much higher 
prices being possible there, a large snare 
of the requirements of western Europe 
may naturally be drawn from this country, 
and the chance of war between the great 
powers thas the more influence because 
supplies held are not large. While western 
receipts do not yet increase and in three 
weeks have been but 5,641,000 bushe!s against 
5,933,199 last year, Atlantic exports begin 
to gain slightly, amounting to 1,190,329 bush- 
els, flour included, against 1,035,764 last 
year, and for three weeks have been 3,- 
688,150 bushels, against 3,453,679 last year. 

But the great increase is still in corn, 
the price has scarcely advanced, though 
Atlantic exports were 4,189,146 bushels for 
the week, and for three weeks 10,221,151 
bushels, against 2,624,732 last year. Already 
the exports for the crop year have been 
83,000,000 bushels larger than Atlantic ex- 
ports of wheat and flour, and may soon 
exceed the total exports of wheat and 
fiour from both coasts. 

Cotton has been affected scarcely at all, 
though the government estimates that the 
flood district yielded nearly 50,000 bales, for 
increased acreage in other sections is gener- 
ally reported. 

The past week, Iike others of late, has 
witnessed the starting of operations by sev- 
eral iron works, especially in black sheets 
for tinning, and yet prices of pig iron and 
unfinished products are lower, the demand 
not yet equaling the supply. Bessemer pig 
has sold as low as $9.05 at Pittsburg and 
grey forge at $%.30 in Birmingham. Steel 
billies fell to $14.25 at Pittsburg and Angels 
to lc, but wire rods cannot be supplied fast 
enough at $21.75. Nails are strong, and a 
few more structural orders are pending. 
Eastern works also have orders for 150,000 
tons of steel rails. Complaint and poor de- 
mand for products is deficient and blinds 
many to the fact that the actual work in 
progress, largely on the heavy orders for 
beams, billets, rails and sheet bars, taken 
when the pools broke up, is of greater 
volume than for a long time. 

Large sales of copper are reported at 111éc 
with production 18,283 tons in March.

Property of the Hotel Company-Goes to 
the Highest Bidder, 


CONSENT ORDER WAS GRANTED 


In Default of Reorganization the Su- 
perior Court Intervehes. 


A NEW COMPANY MAY SOON BE FORMED 


All the Furnishings: Will Be Sold by 
the Receivers on the First Tues- 
day in Next May. 


The property of the Hotel Aragon Com- 
pany fs to be sold at public outcry to the 
highest bidder on May 4th under an order 
of the superior court, : 

Yesterday morning a consent order was 
presented Judge Lumpkin by the attorneys 
interested in the case. The order asked for 
the authority for. the receivers of the prop- 
erty, Frank Bell and J. E. Hickey, to sell 
the goods. The order was allowed and the 
court instructed the receivers to properly 
advertise the property and sell it as indi- 
cated by the terms of the order. 

It was shown to the court by the attor- 
neys of record that an agreement was en- 
tered into on March 21st last allowing the 
Hotel Aragon Company until the night of 
April 2ist in which to reorganize the com- 
pany and take the ease from the hands of 
the receiver. The attorneys stated that the 
company had not been reorganized and in 
default they asked for the sale of the 
property. 

It is probable that the property will be 
bought in when. the sale occurs and a re- 
organization of the company may result. 
The property is very valuable and it is 
said some plan will be devised before the 
Sale takes place. 

The consentvorder signed by Judge Lump- 
kin yesterday is in full, as follows: 

‘“On the 10th day of October, 1896, plain- 
tiffs in the above entitled case filed their 
petition in this court asking for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver and on that date 
a temporary. receiver was appointed under 
the order of this court and on the 1l4th 
day of October, 1896, by another order of 
this court Frank Bell and J. E. Hickey 
were appointed. permanent receivers and 
directed to continue the running of the 
business of said hotel under the order of 
this court, which they have done up to 
this thme. 

“It now appearing to the court that it 
is to the best interest of all parties who 
mav be concerned in the funds that the 
asséts of the defendant Hotel Aragon Com- 
pany should be brought to sale, and it 
further appearing to the court that on the 
20th day .of March, . 1897. an agreement 
was entered into by. counsel interested in 
said cause that the deferdant Hotel Ara- 
gon Company should have until the night 
of the 2ist of April, 1897, in wh‘ch to reor- 
ganize and take said property out of the 
hands of the. receivers, and in default 
thereof, that an order should be made for 
the sale of said property on the first Tues- 
day in May, 1897, under such orders, terms 
and limitations as the court might see prop- 
er to elect, and.it further appearing that 
the defendant Hotel Aragon Company has 
failed to exercise the right conferred in

On next Monday comes Memorial Day, | 


the time when the people of the south 
meet together and scatter sweet flowers 
over the graves of those who died fighting 


for this bright southern ‘land, . 
The day will be appropriately celebrated 


here. 

The Ladies’ Memortal Association and 
the gentlemen in charge of the prepara- 
tions for the ceremonies on next Monday 


have been actively engaged for some time 
in preparing for the greatest Memorial 
Day celebration that ‘was ever held in 
Atlanta. They went to work with that 
determination in view and _ the results so 
far show that they will certainly succeed 
in their laudable work of love. 

The details of the programme for the 
day's ceremonies have not as yet been 
made out. but a general idea of the parade 
and the exercises at the cemetery can be 


given. 


Arrangements have been made for the 


largest parade that has ever celebrated 
Memorial Day here. Mr. Eugene Harde- 
man, who has the parade feature in charge, 
said yesterday that he had arranged to 
have the biggest Memorial Day parade 
that Atlanta had ever, had. Mr. »Harde- 
man has written letters to the principals 
of all the schools in Atlanta asking them to 
organize the pupils into eompanies to take 
part in the parade, and all but a few have 
already begun to drill the school schil- 
dren. 

The school children will be dixyided up 
mto companies, each of which will be 
commanded by the teacher of the class to 
which the pupils belong, and the whole 
aggregation of companies will be under 
command of Major Wiliam F. Slaton, 
who will be marshal of the day. All of 
the children will bear wreaths of flowers. 

The military will be under the immediate 
command of Colonel John 8S. Candler, of 
the Fifth ‘regiment. He will have all of 
the companies of the regiment located in 
Atlanta to turn out to take part in the 
parade. They will probably head the pro- 
cession and will be followed by the civic 
bodies of the city, which will in turn be 
followed by the school children. 

The military will be formed at a point 
on Peachtree street just beyond the gov- 
ernor’s mansion, and wit be marched 
toward the cemetery at 3 o’clock promptly.

The civic organizations of the city will 
take a prominent part in the parade.

| Bill for Repairing a Buggy Wheel Re- 
sults in Trouble. 


TWE JURY IS NOW OUT ON THE EVIDENCE 


Peculiar Coincidence of Circumstances 
Gives the Lawyers a Knotty 
Problem To Solve. 


‘The suit’ for damages brought against 
Justice of the Peace Bloodworth by D. A. 
Killian, who sues for false arrest and im- 
prisonmetit, was concluded yesterday at 
noon and the jury was out on the evidence 
at a late hour last night. . 

It is quite prebable that 2a mis- 
trial will be declared, as there are several 
points of law which have been raised in 
the trial of the case. The jury had instruc- 
tions last night to bring in a sealed ver- 
dict and tn the event a. verdict is reached, 
it will be opened this morning when court 
convenés at 9 o'clock. 

Several weeks ago —. A. Killian was ar- 
rested upon an action of bail trover which 
was issued from Judge Bloodworth’s court. 
Killian was instructed to deliver a buggy 
which he had repaired tor Mrs. Mclivers. 
He refused to delivér the vehicle, claiming 
that he held it under a laborers’ lien which 
had been issued from the justice court of 
Judge Orr. 

Judge Bloodworth remanded Killian to 
jail, where he remained until released upon 
the second hearing of a habeas corpus 
proceeding which was instituted by his at- 
torney, Colonel R. J. Jordan. Killian then 
fled-suit for damages in the sum of $3,000 
against Judge Bloodworth, charging false 
and malicious arrest and imprisonment. 

Judge Bloodworth was defended by Colo- 
nel W. T. Moyers and the evidence which 
Was introduced at yesterday's trial showed 
the following: Mrs. Mclvers claimed that 
her buggy was badly wrecked by a collision 


by a man named Alexander. The wheel to 
the buggy was demoiished and it was claim- 
ed by her that she carried the vehicle to 
the tepair shop of Killian on South For- 
syth street. 
paid by Alexander, whom she charged with 


buggy. 

When the wheel was repaired the Dill 
was presented to Alexander by Killian. 
Alexander refused to pay the Dill, saying 


Ivers and that he was not responsible for 
the injury received. 

It -is ‘said Mrs. MclIvers called for her 
buggy, when she was presented with the 
biH. :Phe bill was not paid by her and 
Kilian’ refused to deliver the buggy until 
the -bil: was paid. Mrs. Mclivers then se- 
cured ‘a bail trover from Judge Bloodworth. 
Whilesthe bailiff from Judge Bloodworth’s 
court was on his way to serve the bail tro- 
ver, Killian was securing a laborer's lien 
On the vehicle from Judge Orr. 

Later on Killlan was arrested on the 
bail trover, but refused to return the bug- 
gy, saying he held a laborer’s lien upon the 
property. : 

Mrs. McIvers securtdher buggy by fliing 
bond in the justice ¢eurt.of Judge Orr, but 
Killian went to jaii-.He claims that he 
was not within «thenmyYurisdiction of the 
court of Judg2- Bloodworth and that his 
trial. and imprisonment was illegal and he 
further charges that it was malicious. 

Judge Bloodworth testified that he ad- 
mitted the fact that» Killian was sent to 
jall, but he stated it was done in due pro- 
cess of law. He denied that the arrest and 
iniprisonment was malicious or caused 
from any personal feelings in the matter. 
He stated that he was doing nothing more 
than the.performanee of his duty in his 
acts.
